Also, the 
Paupers required clothes to keep them comfortable, of which they 
were destitute almost, and numerous other things were required which 
will not be again. There has been work done to the River Bank by 
the Superintendent, to the amount of twenty five dollars, which h- 
received nothing for, and which ought to go on to the Receipts.— 
‘Taking all things together, the balance is really i in favor of the Farm.

No fault has been found with their management at all, and Mrs.
